Ills Opinion of (leant anil llwiii'ock— Tbs 
Coming War. 

('apt Nalbro Frazier, one of Ihe best known 
of the military men of ITiilailelphia, liaa re- 
turned from a two years’ sojourn In Eumpa. 
While abroad he had a long ppmonal intw- 
view with the great commander of tho Oer- 
inaii army, (K'li. Von Moltke. TV-ing preesed 
to sfieak of tlio interview, bo said; 

“1 called on (K-n. Von Moltke at liis |ialaee. 
just outside the gates at the end of the famous 
WNbl ralleil ITiider lien Linden. It is a modest 
looking liouse enough, notwithstanding its 
high sounding name, and is not nearly so 
handsome as Mr. Childs' or Mr. Kcott'a After 
I hal a'lit up iiiy card, the servant, coming 
tiack, inquiml ivarticularly why I wlsheil to 
see tien. Von Moltke. Iks-ause, said I. I have 
lieen a soldier, and now that Uen. Grant Is 
dead I consider Gen. Von Moltke tho greatest 
military man living. The wrvaiit n*tired, 
and In a moment returuisl. 'In that case,’ 
said he, ‘his exeellency will 1* glad to see 
you.’ I followeil the servant up stairs and 
Into a drawing nx)m. At I stepiied across 
the threshold I almost stuinblisl against the 
great general, who was standing by the diKir 
iiolding my card. 

“ ‘(’apt. FrazierT he inquireil in excellent 
English, Very slowly, hut well pronoumvil. 
‘“I am,' I onswereil. 

" ’And vou are an Araerii’ani’ 

“ ’Yes.' 

“ ‘A soldier!' 

“ ‘Yes.’ 

“ ‘And you have scrveil under Gen. Grant* 
“ ‘Yen.” 

“ ‘And under Gen. Haneock, tooT 
“ ‘Ami under Gen. Hancock.’ 

“ ‘Then I am glad to see yon. ,Sit you 
down.’ 

“I took a seat by the window, an- 1 forthree- 
quarters of an hour we bad a chat. The gen 
eral t]>oke in English oltogetbei , and, though 
bo enunciaUsl with tho slowiusw of dclihera- 
Uon, he never wanteil for words. He spoken 
goixl deal of iiur war, though. I coniiderisl 
it remarkable that ho iiieiitioneil no iimues of 
generals but those of Grant and Ilamix-k. 
He referred particularly to the tattle of Get 
tysburg, and spoke of it os a great strategic 
contest. I xskcil him what his opinion won of 
Gen. Grant. ‘Gen. Grant,’ he n-plioil, ‘was a 
great general. Ho was, one of thu grrahwt 
that bos ever liveil.’ 

“ 'And Gen. Hancockf 
“ ‘Gen. Hancock was a brave soldier’ 

“I thought perhaps that he would refer tc 
some of the men on the Confislerate side, but 
be did not He did not talk much cither about 
the German army in detail, and obserred 
that caution in speaking of home military 
matters that seems characteristic ot German 
officers generally. He said, however, tbesc 
words; ‘We have long been endeavoring U 
make the German army the beet in Europe, 
oed I am lieginning to believe that we an 
sucoeading. W e are endeavoring also to keep 
it in a state of constant preparsUnn.’ H* nid 
no more that could lie coastnied as bearing 
on the future at all, and did not once refertc 
France or French inilltarj- men. A* I wsf 
leaving he sliook me cordially by tho bamk 
“ *1 will call again when in Berlin,’ I said.

The liiggeat check ever drawn In theCnitivl 
Rtatee was that given by John D Taylor, 
now dead, tut then treasurer of the Pemisyl- 
vania railroad, to Ixe, Higginson A Co., ot 
Boston, ill |«yment f>ir the Boston stock in 
the Philadel[ibia, Wilmington and Baltimore 
road, .\liout #10,000,000 of it was owned in 
Boston. Nathaniel Taylor waa the largest 
stockholder, and he hod agreed to delirer to 
Jay Gould enough to give him a controlling 
interest and enable him to bring the nssl into 
harmony with the Jersey Ontral, ami then 
dispoee of Iho two as thought liest. But Mr. 
Thayer was In bis old age, and he wss unable 
to fulfill the contract. Enough got out to 
put the Peniuylvania people ou their guard, 
and their representativee met the Boston 
liankers in this city and never adjourned 
until the papers were drawn up by whieh 
they agre^ to deliver a majority of the
